Wunderkammern first began to appear in the homes of royalty and the aristocracy in 16th century Europe. 





They were intended to display objects from all four corners of the world and to amaze and educate their visi- 


tors. 


For over fifteen years, the collector and art dealer Christian D. Link has specialized in these eclectic items, 








adding a contemporary twist to them. As the founder of the Wunderkammer Zurich Gallery he learned early 





on the importance of bringing the cabinet of curiosities into the modern world. For example, you might find a 
T-Rex skull in the living room of a contemporary collector, alongside a painting by Basquiat or Gerhard Richter. 
Or how about an imposing flying dinosaur skeleton in the entrance hall, hovering over a display case with an 


original stormtrooper helmet from the old Star Wars films next to a bronze statue from Alberto Giacometti? 





Among the many items in this auction are complete dinosaur skeletons, authentic meteorites from distant 
planets and even from the moon, the wand that was used by a certain wizard with glasses in the Harry Potter 


Movies, the gigantic egg of an extinct bird, a ‘real’ unicorn and much, much more.

probably clothed and served as movable children's toys, as 
puppets and very probably also as cult objects. The first 
iterary mention of these figures can be found in the Trattato 
dell'larchitettura by Antonio Filarete around 1460. Well-known 
studies of jointed figures can also often be found in the 
drawings of Albrecht Durer. 





Since the 18th century, they have mostly been used as models 
for artists, as an aid in anatomical drawings and paintings. 


The jointed limbs of the manikin presented here were made by 
hand from pine wood. Over time, the wood has aged beauti- 
fully, giving the grain a rich, warm tone.

The mission successfully put into orbit the fifth data relay satellite, 
which provided better data transmission, and was of great import- 
ance for NASA's other manned missions. Endeavour carried out 

a total of 25 missions, after which it found its final landing place as 
a museum piece at the California Science Center in Los Angeles, 
where it has been on display since October 2012.

Armillary spheres are astronomical demonstration devices 
designed to show basic principles of the solar system to students 
and scholars. Armillary spheres date back to ancient Greece and 
were produced in England, France and Europe in the 18th and 19th 
centuries and continued to be manufactured in the 20th century. 


An armillary sphere with the sun at the center is known as Coper- 
nican named after the astronomer Nicolaus Copernicus (1473- 
1543) who formulated a model of the solar system in which the 
planets, including the Earth, revolve around the Sun. 

A Copernican armillary sphere generally illustrates the revolution 
of planets (and asteroids) within the solar system with a central 
sun sphere surrounded by either concentric planetary rings or an 
internal orrery with discs or spheroid planets. 


In the center of the structure is a vertical brass rod supporting 

a gilt sphere representing the sun, surrounded by an orrery 
comprised of the 6 rotating curved brass arms, each ending with 
a disc indicating a planet or asteroid. In addition, the orrery has a 
spherical (rather than disc form) Earth — rotating ona separate 
apparatus — that is painted with a simple map of the continents, 
and set within a pasteboard meridian with applied engraved paper. 
Earth also has a rotating moon disc attached to the meridian by a 
brass arm. 


The here presented example is in wonderful condition, showing 
barely any restorations or damage. The printing on the outer ring 
is clearly visible and the whole armillary sphere shows almost no 
traces of use.

Seirocrinus subangularis is a fossil crinoid species from the Early 
Jurassic. These flower-like animals are distant relatives of sea 


urchins and starfish. They consisted of an about 60 to 90 centi- 
meters long stem anda crown that reached the length of 20 to 
30 centimeters. With the long arms of the finely branched crown, 
the crinoids filtered out food particles from the moving water on 
which they fed. Fossil crinoids are found all over the world, yet the 
most beautiful specimens come from Holzmaden in southern 
Germany. 
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The crinoids lived in huge colonies that swayed back and forth in 
the ocean depths. This elegant specimen of the Crinoidea family 
has aminimalist elegance of frozen motion. One might think, ina 
moment, these five fossilized crinoids would continue their float- 
ing movements, as they did millions of years ago.

Similar in size to today's brown bears, Ursus spelaeus stood nearly 
12 feet (3.7 meters) tall and could weigh up to a ton. 

Colloquially known as the "true cave bear of Europe”, this late 
Pleistocene species lived alongside and may have competed 

for shelter with Neanderthals. Multiple cave art sites all over 
Europe have been discovered depicting their likeness, hinting at 
Cro-Magnon use of cave bear remains in spiritual and/or ritualistic 
practices. 

Presented here is avery impressive Cave bear skull. Both canines 
and molars show little to no wear. Cheek bones show small recon- 
strucions.. Little restoration work to the surface bone (prema- 
xillary) above the four upper incisors. Otherwise, both skull and 
mandible are intact and nearly complete.

The Dronino meteorite struck before the year 1200 AD. lt must 
have been a spectacular event, yet there is no evidence ofit, as 
this area was uninhabited at the time of the impact. So far 550 
fragments of this meteorite have been found, the heaviest frag- 
ment weighs 250 kilograms. 


This 7.5 kg heavy meteorite belongs to the ataxite group. Ataxites 
are rare iron meteorites with high nickel content. Only about five 
percent of all meteorites belong to this group.

Ammonites are an extinct group of cephalopods that were very 
rich in form. There are 1500 known genera of ammonites. Thanks 
to their variety of forms ammonites are a popular collector's item. 
Their shell - rolled up in the manner of alogarithmic spiral - recalls 
that of a snail, but this is not the case with all ammonites. The 
species Crioceras Nolani has a flat, spiral shell, where no coil is in 
contact with the other. Why this shape developed in this way is 
unknown. Possibly this species lived in the benthic zone at the 
lowest level of the sea, so there was no need for a shell suitable 
for swimming in this species. The spines decorating the animal's 
shell served as protection for the ammonite, which was either 
sedentary or could only move slowly on the sea floor. 


The specimen presented here has wonderful and long spines and 
is amasterpiece of modern palaeontology.

Also known as iron pyrite, and colloquially as fool's gold because of 
its metallic luster and golden color, pyrite belongs to the class of 
sulfides and sulfosalts. The word pyrite is derived from the Greek 
pyrites , lithos" (pyr = fire, lithos = stone) and reflects the property 
of the mineral: when rubbed against steel or flint, sparks are 
produced. The mineral often forms crystals, mostly in the form 
of cubes and pentagon dodecahedra, or as octahedra and often 
as combinations. Among the Greeks, pyrite was considered a 
remedy to prevent „putrefaction of the blood." In esoteric circles, 
pyrite is still used today as a healing stone against arthritis and 
isias pain.

In the classical cabinets of curiosities of the 16th century, the 
sword of the saw-ray could not be missing. Its fascination lies not 
only in its iconic appearance and symmetry, but also in the implied 
interplay of danger and beauty. The brute and simple form is remi- 


niscent of prehistoric times, of fantasy creatures and of dinosaurs. 


The saw ray is native to the Atlantic and Indo-Pacific oceans and 
usually grows to around 5 metres in length. It uses the sword both 
as a weapon to strike back and forth quickly in a school of fish and 
as atoolto dig for food in the sand.

Gogottes are rare and 30 million years old, naturally shaped 
sandstone concretions, found near Fontainebleau, in northern 
France. Louis XIV of France was fascinated by them and a grand 
number of these wonders of nature were used to adorn the 
gardens at Versailles. 


Formed from quartz crystals, Gogottes are held together by 
calcium carbonate. They were produced when superheated water 
extruded through crevices into a basin of extremely fine white 
silicate sand. The water was saturated with calcium carbonate 
(Limestone). Over millions of years the swirls and eddies of the 
water were captured in the gradually concreting stone, forming 
the most wonderful natural sculptures. 





The Gogotte presented here is a fantastic example, having an all 
around beautiful shape and even surface colour. The stone has 
been fitted with a custom-made stand.

Titanosaurs were a group of sauropod dinosaurs (long-necked 
herbivores) and were some of the largest land animals of all time, 
with some species weighing up to 90 tonnes! Sauropods were an 
extremely succesful group of dinosaurs and fossil specimens have 
been found throughout the world. Interestingly, fossil trackways 
indicate that sauropods were social animals that traveled in great 
herds. 

The famous English paleontologist, Sir Richard Owen described 
sauropod fossils in 1841, although a sauropod tooth was found 
back in 1699, before dinosaurs were understood by the scientific 
community.

The Tyrannosaurus Rex, or simply T-Rex, became a pop culture 
icon thanks to the Spielberg film Jurassic Park, one of the most 
successful films in cinema history. Scotty, the largest specimen 
ever found, was 13 meters tall and weighed almost nine tons. 
The Tyrannosaurus Rex possessed 60 sharp teeth of a various 
sizes.

In life, the animal was about 2 
meters long. 

Chirostenotes was probably an omnivore or herbivore, although the beak is not as heavily 
constructed as in the Asian Oviraptoridae.

entered the consciousness of the Middle Ages via several funda- 
mental texts including the famous Thierbuch by Conrad Gessner. 
As late as the 16th century, he still used the tooth of the narwhal 
(brought to Europe by sailors) as proof of its existence. 





And thus also the tusk of the narwhal has kept its fascinations and 
secrets: While since Darwin some biologists are convinced that 
the tusk serves less as an actual weapon than as an asset in se- 
xual selection, similar to the peacock's feathers, other scientists 
argue the tusk may have other or additional functions. Pointing 
out the tusk's sensory capabilities it is argued that it could detect 
changes in the ocean salt concentration, while film footage of 
hunting narwhals suggest that they also use the tusk for feeding 
by stunning and hitting cod fish with it. 


Used as a stunning tool the narwhal tusk proves to be what we al- 
ways believed it to be: a magic wand. The tusk is a sensor in murky 
seas — both in a figurative as well as in a literal sense. The tuskis a 
medium to establish contact, a phallic fantasy and a metaphysical 
weapon. The longer we look at it and consider its many histories 
the more mysterious it becomes. A twisted tale of twisted ideas 
and fantasies.

This specimen originates from one of the largest meteorite 
showers ever documented. It occurred about 6000 years ago 
over what is now Argentina after a collision between two aste- 
roids. The area where the meteorite hit is called Campo del Cielo 
(Spanish for “field of the sky"). The velocity of the larger meteorite 
fragments was so high that more than 20 deep craters were for- 
med. The largest of them is as large as a football field in diameter. 
For the first time, the parts of the meteorite were documented by 
Spanish explorers in 1576. The individual pieces found since 1576 
weigh from a few milligrams to an astonishing 30 tons. 





The round and beautiful indentations on the surface are called 
regmaglypts and were formed during the fall of the meteorite 
when its surface started to melt in the Earth's atmosphere.

It makes Earth more livable by moderating our home planet's 
movement on its axis, leading to a relatively stable climate. It also 
causes tides, creating a rhythm that has guided humans and 
animals for thousands of years. Centuries of observation and 
scientific investigation have been centred on the nature and origin 
of the Moon. Today most scientists believe it was formed during 

a collision between Earth and another small planet, about the size 
of Mars. The debris from this impact collected in an orbit around 
Earth to finally form the Moon we know today. 


How do Moon Meteorites reach our planet? 


When asteroids strike the Lunar surface, chunks of the Moon 

are launched into space. After thousands of years and a journey 
through our Milky Way galaxy these specimens find their way very 
rarely onto earth. Less than 0.1% of all meteorites recovered are 
lunar in origin, with less than 150 kg of meteorites originating from 
the Moon known to exist. 


These meteorites are known to be from the Moon because they 
have elemental and isotopic compositions that are a match to 
those samples that have been measured by orbiting NASA 
spacecraft, surface landers and rovers. 


The size and the elegant shape of the here presented specimen 
are simply stunning. It still retains the black colored crust, indica- 
ting that it hit earth very recently.

This species roamed the fields of Central asia until about 10,000 
years ago.

Their protruding 
fangs reached a length of up to 16 centimetres.

So-called oriented meteorites are formed when a meteorite does 
not topple over or begins to tumble on its fiery journey through 
the earth's atmosphere. This often results in a rather convex 
shape of the meteorite. 
The chondrites were formed 4.5 billion years ago by the agglome- 
ration of chondrules (silicate spheres embedded in a fine-grained 
groundmass) and dust in the solar nebula and are thus the oldest 
rocks in the solar system and much older than our Earth. Their 
composition corresponds to the chemical composition of the 
original solar nebula, with the exception of some elements and 
noble gases. 
This meteorite looks like a tool shaped by the fingers of our 
ancestors. The indentations on its edge are called regmaglypts. 
They were formed when the surface of the meteorite began to 
melt in the Earth's atmosphere.

When Portuguese sailors reached the island of Mau- 
itius in 1507, they encountered a strange unknown 
species of bird which they named the Dodo. The 
Dodo grew to about one meter tall and weighed 
around 20 kilos. It had greyish plumage with small 
wings. Even though they looked like birds, Dodos 
were completely unable to fly. With the arrival of the 
Europeans and the animals they introduced, the 
dodo had new enemies and by 1690 they were com- 
pletely extinct. There are only very few completely 
preserved dodo specimens in the world. There is 

a head and a foot in the Collection ofthe Oxford 
University Museum of National History. In 2016, the 
dodo genome was sequenced and there are 
individual efforts to consider a revival ofthe birds.

The woolly mammoth, also called woolly or furred mammoth, 

is a member of the elephant family adapted to cold-temperate 
conditions. However, the extinct species is not a direct ancestor 
of today's elephants. The mammoth reached a shoulder height of 
3-3.5 m and was thus less gigantic than perhaps originally 
assumed. Today, the most common explanation for the near 
extinction of the iconic animal about 11,500 years ago is dramatic 
climate change with rapid temperature rise and increased precipi- 
tation, which among other things caused the vast grassy steppes 
that provided the ice age giants with their food to disappear.

Thanks to its physique, it could develop a speed of about 60 
kilometers per hour. Its appetite could not be satisfied: other

Aspidorhynchus is an extinct genus of ray-finned fish from the Jurassic and Cretaceous periods. Fossils have been found in Europe and 
Antarctica. 
Aspidorhynchus was a slender, fast-swimming fish, 60 centimetres (2.0 ft) long, with tooth-lined, elongated jaws. It also had heavy 
scales and asymmetrical tail. The upper jaw was longer than the lower jaw, ending in a toothless spike. Although it would have looked 
superficially similar to the present day gars, it was not related to them, belonging to the Aspidorhynchiformes, an extinct group of fish 
noted for their elongated rostrums. Aspidorhynchiformes are generally considered early relatives of teleosts. 


Rhamphorhynchus is a genus of long-tailed pterosaurs in the Jurassic period. Less specialized than contemporary, short-tailed ptero- 
dactyloid pterosaurs such as Pterodactylus, it had along tail, stiffened with ligaments, which ended in a characteristic soft-tissue tail 
vane. The mouth of Rhamphorhynchus housed needle-like teeth, which were angled forward, with a curved, sharp, beak-like tip lacking 
teeth, indicating a diet mainly of fish; indeed, fish and cephalopod remains are frequently found in Rhamphorhynchus abdominal cont- 
ents, as well as in their coprolites.

The Giant Anteater is the largest representative of the anteaters 
(Vermilingua). Like their closest relatives the sloths and armadillos, 
it belongs to the order of the Xenartha and the Pilosa. The Giant 
Anteater has, as its Latin name indicates, three large long claws 
on its front paws. The mammal is found throughout much of 
Central and South America and feeds exclusively on ants and 
termites. Their excellent sense of smell helps them find food, and 
the animals use their strong claws to break open termite burrows. 
The most striking feature is their long, thin snout measuring up to 
45 cm, which has only a tiny mouth opening. The tongue, up to 60 
cm long, is covered with sticky mucous membrane, on which the 
insects stick and are devoured in large numbers.

What a breathtaking sight it must have been when these incre- 
dible creatures rose into the air. The huge leathery wings helped 
them to skilfully use the lift in the air above the sea. 


These wonderful flying reptiles evolved in the Interior Sea of 
western North America. Paleotologists presume they were able 
to fly large distances and were skillful fishers and devoted parents. 
Males were larger than females, with a maximum wingspan of 
about 7 meters. Their long toothless beaks were used to fish, not 


unlike a modern pelican does. The pterosaurus' bones, particularly 


the wings, are hollow, light, and very thin, which makes them 
perfectly tuned to fly. Also, the Pteranodon's back interior 
vertebraes are cound ina block solid enough to support the 
rib cage and large wings. 


Pteranodon was the first pterosaur found outside of Europe. Its 
fossils first were found by Othniel Charles Marsh in 1871, in the 
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Late Cretaceous Smoky Hill Chalk deposits of western Kansas. 
These chalk beds were deposited at the bottom of what was once 
the Western Interior Seaway, a large shallow sea over what now is 
the midsection of the North American continent. 


The specimen presented here is in fantastic condition with over 
70% of the original bone material showing. The skull is measuring 
an impressive 123 cm. 

On the skeleton, the right wing is almost completely original, 
except for some small bone fragments. Large parts of the 

beak and the neck also are original, as well as the legs. The 
accompanying sketch shows the original bones (in red) and the 
reconstructed parts.

Named after the Roman god of war, Mars has long been 
associated with warfare and mysteries. The planet's two moons, 
Phobos and Deimos were named for two of the sons of Ares and 
Aphrodite (the counterparts of Mars and Venus, respectively, in 
Greek mythology). 


A Martian meteorite is an actual rock form Mars and was ejected 
wth a minimal speed of 5 km/s from the planet by an impact event, 
for example from an asteroid. It then traversed interplanetary 
space for many hundreds of thousands of years before landing on 
Earth. As of May 2021, only 261 meteorites had been classified 

as Martian, less than half a percent of the over 70'000 meteorites 
that have been classified. 








These meteorites are known as Martian because they have 
elemental and isotopic compositions that are similar to rocks 
and atmospheric gases on Mars, which have been measured by 
orbiting spacecraft, surface landers and rovers. 


The majority of SNC meteorites are quite young compared to 
most other meteorites and seem to imply that volcanic activity 
was present on Mars only a few hundred million years ago. The 
young formation ages of Martian meteorites was one of the early 
recognized characteristics that suggested their origin from a 
planetary body such as Mars. 





The Matrian specimen presented here is of the finest quality. After 
an estimated 20'000 years in the desert it developed into a true 
work of natural art. The beautiful shape is reminiscent of a prehis- 
toric fetish or fertility figure.

The name ichthyosaur comes from the Greek and means „fish 
izard". This extinct group of reptiles originally descended from 
and lizards and only later became aquatic, marine organisms. 
Their bodies show a strong resemblance to those of sharks and 
dolphins. It is therefore not surprising that the first finds puzzled 
science. 








It can be assumed that the ichthyosaurs were very good and fast 
swimmers as well as excellent divers, so they reached depths of 
more than 1000 meters. Their large eyes played a central role. The 
reptile is said to have possessed a visual range of 500 meters 
underwater. The annular sclerotical ring, a bone structure boun- 
ding the eye, protected and supported it from the pressure and 
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speed while swimming and diving. Since they still needed air to 
breathe, the reptiles had to come to the surface of the water each 
time. Numerous fossil finds show that ichthyosaurs were vivipa- 
rous. Females did not go ashore to lay eggs, and the young were 
born fully formed. Ichthyosaurs fed predatorily on fish, belemnites, 
or even small turtles. 


Ichthyosaurs lived in the Mesozoic over a period of more than 150 
million years and became extinct about 90 million years ago, i.e. 
about 30 million years before the dinosaurs. 


The present specimen is in perfect original condition and shows 
practically no signs of restoration.

It was less than a year ago that US astronauts Armstrong and 
Aldrin had become the first humans to set foot on the moon as 
part of the Apollo 11 mission. Interest had already waned when 
James Lovell, John Swigert and Fred Haise set off on Apollo 13 for 
the third moon landing on 11 April 1970. After just under 56 hours 
of flight, this changed abruptly: an oxygen tank exploded. 


This original device was installed in Mission Control in Houston in 
the Operation Control Room in one ofthe famous consoles and 
in use during the dramatic Apollo 13 mission. The unit bears the 
typical NASA sticker reading „Critical Space Item - Handle with 
extreme Care”. 





The panel is signed on the top by well-known flight controller Sy 
Liebergot, who was heavily involvedin the Apollo 13 rescue 
mission. Liebergot sat at the EECOM (Electrical, Environmental 
and Consumables Manager) console. 


On Monday evening, 13 April 1970, Liebergot was nearing the 
end of his shift when he ordered a routine check of Apollo 13's 
oxygen tanks. An explosion completely derailed the flight, causing 
Apollo 13 commander Jim Lovell to make the famous radio call, 
„Houston, we've had a problem." The explosion caused the moon 
landing to be aborted. From then on, the three astronauts were in 
great danger. 
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In Mission Control, Liebergot continued to work on the problem 
after a brief battle with panic until Flight Director Glynn Lunney's 
Black Team came on duty about an hour after the accident. The 
control centre and engineers throughout the US feverishly and 
systematically searched for solutions to bring the crew back to 
earth in one piece. 


The freezing and tired astronauts had to make delicate course 
corrections manually. Only shortly before arrival did they transfer 
to the command module for landing. The service module and 
the lunar module were jettisoned. After re-entering the Earth's 
atmosphere and three interminable minutes of radio silence, the 
astronauts reported back. The parachutes opened and the 
command module splashed down in the Pacific Ocean. After 
almost 90 long hours, the world could finally breathe again. 








Sy Liebergot's work continued after Apollo 13, working on both 
the Skylab and Apollo-Soyuz test programmes. He retired from 
ASA in 1988. 





Since the 50th anniversary of the Apollo 11 mission and the 
associated restoration of the Apollo Mission Control Room in 
Houston, it has been extremely difficult to obtain relevant 
equipment.

The Apollo 15 postal covers incident was a 1972 NASA scandal, 
involving the three astronauts David Scott, Alfred Worden, and 
James Irwin. They carried about 400 unauthorized postal covers 


into space and to the Moon's surface on the Lunar Module Falcon. 


The three astronauts and an acquaintance, Horst Eiermann, 
had agreed to have the covers made and taken into space. Each 
astronaut was to receive about $7,000 (equivalent to $45,000 

in 2022). Scott arranged to have the covers postmarked on the 
morning of the Apollo 15 launch on July 26, 1971. They were 
packaged for space and brought to him as he prepared for liftoff; 
he brought them aboard in a pocket of his space suit. They were 
not included on the list of the personal items he was taking into 
space. The covers spent July 30 to August 2 on the Moon inside 
the Lunar Module Falcon. 








On August 7, the date of splashdown, the covers were post- 
marked again on the recovery carrier USS Okinawa.

The crew of Apollo 15 agreed to take payments for carrying these 
letters to the moon. This did not sit well with NASA officials who 
thought this behaviour highly immoral. And though they returned 
the money, they were reprimanded by NASA. Amid much press 
coverage of the incident, the astronauts were called before a 
closed session of a Senate committee and never flew in space 
again.

About 200'000 years ago, a tremendous spectacle must have 
taken place in the sky above the Twannberg and the adjacent Jura 
heights. Chunks ofiron rained down in rough quantities. Today it 
is considered certain that the asteroid measured 4 to 20 meters 
in diameter before the explosion and weighed at least 250 tons. 
Scientists ofthe Natural History Museum of Bern, the Physics 
nstitute ofthe University of Bern as well as several private 
meteorite collectors have explored the Twannberg strewn field 

in the last years. 


The Twannberg strew field, together with Morasko (Poland) or 
uonionalusta (northern Sweden), is one of the largest and most 
important iron strew fields in Europe. In Switzerland the Twann- 
berg meteorite is the largest of eight known meteorites and at the 
same time the only one from which several fragments are known. 
Twannberg belongs within the group of iron meteorites to one of 
the rarest classes. So only six specimens of this iron meteorite 
type, which is characterized by a very low nickel content and a high 
phosphorus content, exist worldwide. 





The piece presented here is one of the most beautiful meteorites 
from the Twannberg. The graceful shape, the size as well as the 
stability and consistency of the iron (many Twannberg 

meteorites are in a rather desolate condition and rust very badly, 
after 200'000 years in the ground) make this piece one of the 
most important Swiss finds of all time.

Ammonites are fossilized shells of extinct cephalopods and are 
equally important for the study of geology and paleontology. 
Thanks to their great variety of forms and unique beauty, they 
are popular collectors’ items. Ammonites were named „Ammons 
horns" after the ancient Egyptian god of life and reproduction, 
who was usually depicted with ram's horns. 





Ancyloceras is an extinct genus of heteromorph ammonites 
found worldwide during the Lower Cretaceous. The basic shape 
ofthe calcareous shell ofthe ammonites is a conical tube, which 
is rolled up in the manner of a logarithmic spiral to form a so-cal- 
led plane spiral. Partly, housings developed, which unrolled in all 
spatial directions. The forms called aberrant or heteromorphic 
ammonites were considered for a long time as ,abnormal", as 
evolutionary degeneracy. In part, this was even used to explain 
the extinction of ammonites. In more recent research, these 
forms are rather seen as adaptations to the strong sea level rises 
towards the end ofthe Secondary Era. Ammonites populated 
the seas during a long time, and the first known forms date from 
about 400 million years ago. They died out only at the end of the 
Cretaceous 65 million years ago, at the same time as the 
dinosaurs. 





The group of ammonites presented here shows an incredible 
number of species and subspecies. The fascinating and almost 
impossible thing about this wonderful group is the fact that it was 
found and prepared exactly like this by a palaeontologist. The 
various cephalopods all show a very good state of preservation 
and very little restoration.

Also known as iron pyrite, and colloquially as fool's gold because of 
its metallic luster and golden color, pyrite belongs to the class of 
sulfides and sulfosalts. The word pyrite is derived from the Greek 
pyrites ,lithos" (pyr = fire, lithos = stone) and reflects the proper- 
ty of the mineral: when rubbed against steel or flint, sparks are 
produced. The mineral often forms crystals, mostly in the form of 
cubes and pentagon dodecahedra, or as octahedra and often as 
combinations. Among the Greeks, pyrite was considered a 
remedy to prevent „putrefaction of the blood." In esoteric circles, 
pyrite is still used today as a healing stone against arthritis and 
isias pain.

AUCTION CONDITIONS (CLASSIC AUCTIONS) 


These conditions apply solely to items which are 
auctioned by Koller (according to the definition 
below) live in the saleroom. 


By participating in the auction the bidder 
accepts the following Auction Conditions of 
Koller Auctions Ltd, Hardturmstrasse 102, 8005 
Zurich, Switzerland ("Koller"). 


1. Legal status of the parties 


The auction items are auctioned by Koller in 
the name of and on the account of the seller 
of the auctioned item ("Seller"). Koller acts on 
behalf of and for the account of the Seller as his 
agent as defined in article 32, section 1 of the 
Swiss Code of Obligations ("CO"). The hammer 
price is determined by the bidder recognised by 
Koller as having made the highest bid in Swiss 
Francs in the course of an auction ("Purchaser"), 
resulting in the conclusion of a purchase 
contract between the Seller and the Purchaser 
("Purchase Contract"). Koller is thereby not a 
party to the Purchase Contract. 


2. Surcharge 


2.1 In addition to the bid price, the Purchaser 
must pay a surcharge on such bid price 
calculated as follows:

conformément aux indications fournies dans le 
catalogue de la vente aux enchères. 








3.3 LAcheteur peut demander l'annulation de 
l'adjudication à Koller (en tant que représentant 
du Mandant) à compter de la date de l'adjudication 
pour une période de deux (2) ans (trois (3) semaines 
pour la joaillerie). Elle est accordée exclusivement 
à l'Acheteur et sa cession à des tiers n'est pas 
autorisée. La mise en œuvre de la réclamation 
exige que l'Acheteur adresse à Koller une lettre 
sous pli recommandé dès la découverte du vice et 
qu'il restitue immédiatement l'objet acheté falsifié 
à Koller dans le même état que le jour de la remise 
et exempt de toute prétention de tiers. LAcheteur 
doit fournir la preuve que l'objet adjugé est un 
faux. Koller peut exiger de l'Acheteur que celui-ci 
fasse réaliser à ses propres frais des expertises 
par deux experts indépendants reconnus dans la 
matière, mais elle n'est pas tenue de prendre en 
considération ces expertises et se réserve le droi 
de se faire conseiller à ses frais par d'autres experts.

4. Exclusion de responsabilité

9.4 Jusqu'au paiement complet de tous les montants 
dus, Koller se réserve un droit de gage sur tous les 
objets de lAcheteur en sa possession. Koller est 
habilitée à réaliser par la voie de l'exécution forcée 


de tels gages ou de les réaliser de manière privée (y 
compris l'achat par Koller). Le bénéfice dela réalisation 
préalable du gage selon article 41 de la Loi suisse sur la 
poursuite pour dettes et la faillite est exclu. 


10. Représentation 


Chaque Acheteur répond personnellement 
de l'adjudication qui lui a été faite ainsi que du 
Contrat de Vente entre l'Acheteur et le Mandant 
qui en résulte. La preuve des pouvoirs de 
représentation peut être exigée de personnes 
qui agissent comme représentants pour le 
compte de tiers ou comme organe d'une 
personne morale.

11.4 Les dispositions qui précèdent font 
intégralement partie de chaque Contrat de Vente 
individuel conclu lors des ventes aux enchères. 
Leurs modifications n'ont de portée obligatoire 
que si Koller leur a donné son accord écrit. 


11.5 Dans l'hypothèse où une quelconque des 
stipulations présen tes serait illégale, nulle, non 
valable ou inapplicable au regard d'une règle de 
droit ou d'une loi en vigueur, elle serait réputée 
non-écrite, mais n'entraînerait pas la nullité des 
présentes CV.

11.7 Le règlement de tous les litiges (également 
orsqu'il s'agit de faire valoir des compensations et 
des contre-créances) résultant des présentes CV 
ou en relation avec ces CV (y compris leur validité, 
eurs effets juridiques, leur interprétation ou leur 
exécution) relève exclusivement des tribunaux 
du canton de Zurich. Koller est toutefois habilitée 
à intenter une action judiciaire devant tout autre 
Tribunal également compétent. 





11.8 En cas de divergence entre les différentes 
traductions, la version allemande fait seule et 
exclusivement foi.
